I. After Bye-law 240B, the following Bye-law shall be 
inserted as Bye-law 240C, namely; “240C (a) The Board 
shall, every year as soon as it is constituted appoint a 
Vigilance Committee of not more than 3 persons from 
among the Directors and/or members. 

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, how- 
ever, have power to appoint, at any time or from time 
to time, not more than two persons, to be members of 
the said Vigilance Committee, in addition to the mem- 
bers appointed under clause (a). 


(c) The Vigilance Committee shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of any pro- 
visions of the Bye-laws or of Riles, regulations, orders 
or instructions issued thereunder, or under the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 or on such other 
matters of a like nature as may be entrusted to it by the 
Board either on its own initiative or on receipt of com- 
plaints of such violations. The Committee shall, at least 
once in every three months or oftener if necessary, send 
a report to tne Board about the work done by it.” 

In Cottonseed Bye-laws ; 

II. After Byc-law 270, the following Bye-law shall he 
inserted as Bye-law 270A, namely; “270A (a) The Board 
shall, every year as soon as it is constituted appoint a 
Vigilance Committee of not more than 3 persons from 
among the Directors and/or members.

1952, under these Bye-laws with or for a non- 
member client shall obtain from such non- 
member client a declaration in such form, 
giving such particulars and subject', to such con- 
ditions as may be prescribed by the Board in 
consultation with the Forward Markets Com- 
mission from time to time, and submit the same 
directly to the - Forward Markets .Commission. 
The Members shall not ucccpt fresh business 
of a non-member client who declines to furnish 
such declarations, 

(b) The powers specified in clause (a) above may 
be exercised by the Forward Markets Commis- 
sion in any case where, in the opinion of the 
Commission, it is considered necessary in the 
interest of trade or in the public interest so to 
do," 

II. For Bye-law 243A the following shall be substitut- 
ed namely 1 — 

“Bye-law 243-Afa)- — The Board shall, every year, 
as soon as it is constituted, appoint a Vigilance 
Committee ot not more than 3 persons from 
among the Directors and/or Members. 

(b) The Forward Markets Commission shall, how- 
ever, have power to appoint, at any time or 
from time to time, not more than two persons, 
to be members of the said Vigilance Commit- 
tee, in addition to the members appointed 
under clause (a), 

(c) The Vigilance Commitlcc shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations ot 
any provisions of the Bye-laws or of rules, 
regulations, orders or instructions issued there- 
under, or under the Forward Contracts 
(Regulations) Act, 1952, or on such other 
matters of a like nature as may be entrusted to 
it by the Board either on its own initiative or 
on receipt ot complaints of such violations, 
The Committee shall, at least once in every 
three months or oftener, if necessary, send u 
report to the Board about the work done bv 
it."
